The medical profession hasn't actually endorsed log homes ;3S part of a 
healthy lifestyle, although many doctors own. log homes, But log homes WOflY: 
make you sick. 

We all read plenty today about sick-bu ildtnj^ syndrome, indoor allergies. asth- 
ma and related respiratory ailments, plus rampant house imdd. Folks who live in 

log homes never complain. About the only thing they run even rhe slightest risk of 
catching is a stray splinter. 

E-v r ryoite know* people with allergies benefit from wood ilotsrs. particularly 
if thar pets shed. If floora, then why not wood walls and wood ceilingv too? in 
tacr, the more wood, the healthier your home will be, just by taking the place of 
non- wood building materials. 

Like dry wall. Who hasn't said they want some of that in their log home? Well* 
whoa, |n November, rhe federal Consumer Product Safety Commission broke the 

new% that there is a "itrLmg association" between gypsum-based dry wall from 
China and harmful levels of hydrogen sulfide in the indoor air. Tests also found 
elevated levels of formaldehyde. T he result* the CP5C said^ is occupants- 1 >i homes 
with Chmese dry wall complaining of rorten-egg smells, irritated eyes^ asthma 

attacks and headaches. It isn't just Chinese dry wall, which flooded Fhc country 

during the housing boom. The same week, as pat* of rhe latg^sr invesrigaiion in its 

history, the CPSC noted that American-made dry wall is also causing a sickening, 
sulfurous stench, corroded pipes and wiring, .and ruined TVs and air conditioners. 
In fact, several lawsuits have been bled against American dry wall manufacturer*.. 
By the way. no logs come from China. Only chopsticks. 

Another well-known home health hazard is mold festering behind walk. 
Framed walls, maybe, behind solid-wood walls, "behind* means the other side. 

This isn’t to say you can't get sick living in a lop home, jusr that it won't he the 
logs causing The problem* Even if you avoid dry wall and carpeting, ocher building 
material or furnishings likely suspects.

Understanding the ms and outs of log-home roofs 


ROOFS DO A LOT for log homes besides 

keep out rain mid mow. The shape of a 

r™f Hinc 1 contributes as much to the diar- 
ac kt of a home a* a hairstyle adds ro ihc 
appearance of someone’s face, 

Structu rally, hkiK la 1 1 inti t tvn i general 
classifications; gable or hip, A gable roof 
looks like a pup Beni over The bouse. The 
top of rhe roof has a ridge that usually 
spans cbe long dimension of rhe house. At 

each end + a triangular Section of wall fills 
in the space beneath the ridge. A hip roof 
replaces the gable end walls with segments 

of roof. Instead of spanning rhe house from 
end ns end* the main ridge of a hip root" 
stops short of the end. Any led beams, 

called hip rafter^ run from the ends of 
the main ridge to the corners of the walls. 
The fesuh is a roof without gnbles that 
slopes in all directions. 

Hip roofs aren't as common OH log, 
homes an gable roofs for Several reasons. 
I bey’rc more complicated and cdht marc 


to build, and they don’t lend themselves as 

well to the exported tog rafter or log purlin 
framing ■seen mpm often in ksg homes. Still, 
hip roofs offer rhe advantage of cli minut- 
ing gable walls. Gables earcli the brunt of 

suei and weather and so den mid €i refill 
maintenance. Reaching from the top of 
an extension Ladder ro re-srain and caulk 

rhe wcMtlHT-heatcn peak of a gable wall 
m a space often shared by horners nesrs 
or spider webs quickly adds appeal to a 

hip roof. 

While hipn are often confined tci hip 

roofs, valleys can show up on any kind 
of roof. A valley is like a channel formed 
between two ridges that run at an angle 
to one a not he r. The presence of valleys i n 

a roofline usually means multiple rid-ges. 

which mean a complex, roof line* requiring 
more material and Labor to build. 

Simple rooflines have several things to 
recommend them. They are easier and less 

expensive to build, easier to insulate and 


seal, and easier to ma i ma in. W h ar makes a 
ruofline simple? Count the fklge.fi. The sim- 
plest rrsof has a single ridgelinc. Dormers 

can add smaller ridges without adding mo 
much complexity. Because dormers offer 
additional headroom in what is often an 
artic space, they can be a good cost tradeoff 
for unable floor space without adding the 
cost of a Full second story. 

Log home and cabin roof construc- 
tion takes several forms* starting with 
conventional framing. A conventionally 

framed roof Lines the typical dimensional 
lumber found ar a building supply store 
of lumberyard. Framing may usie either 
rafters or prefabricated roof trusses. Since 
rafters require more carpentry, they cost 
slightly more. 

Trusses offer a cos i - e f fee 1 1 ve a I ion i at e ve 
for simple roofs. Trusses are prefabricated 

for rhe dimensions and specific design of 

your house. Flat trusses provide foam ing \o r 
a flat ceil ■ Eig, while scissor trusses provide 
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framing far a shallow Cathedral ceiling. 

Attk trusses area spedol farm of flat trass 
that create a central open area for storage 
or arric space. 

Log hoitics often use strucru ra! tog de- 
ments for t he rc k if instead c if conventiit m al 
framing.

log or timbers also. Log or timber purlins 

run parallel co the ground and arc support- 
ed by gable end wails. Log or timber roof 

systems arc often pro- fabrics ltd anti ur>u- 
n I ly requ i nc a In rgc cm n-c a nd ex pcric need 

carpenters. This makes them somewhat 
more costly, although a log roof system 
can often be erected quickly when all of 
the com portents 1 1 five been pre-cut. Log 
or rimlnLT trusses nre also popubr. Some 

are shipped pre-assembled and are simply 

swung into place by a crane. Others are 

shipped as components 10 be assembled at 
your job site before lifting them into place. 

There arc many ways to cover a roof. 
Conventional rafter or truss roofs usually 
are covered with plywood or OSH sheath -

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Cost and appearance concern most 
people, bill consider energy efficiency and 
moisture control as well. Roofs account 
for 25 percent or more of a homes hear 
loss, so your choke of roof system affects 
your checkbook long afrer your house 
is finished.

Insulation, ventilation, radiant ener-

Carefully march your insulation level 
ro your climate. Insulation probably af- 
fords the greatest bang for the buck when

building code officials: can tell you the 

minimum R -value ol roof insulation for 
your area, bur don't be afraid io exceed 
ir. Homes designed lor minimum energy 
consumption often have twice the amount 
of initiation required by building codes.

Cathedral ceilings liav-e insulation 

either between the framing members or 

directly a hove the c<: i I i ng, covering- R ig id 

foam insulation does the best job of con- 
trolling bear loss, and air penetration, 

although cathedrals with conventional 
rafters or scissor trusses often use blanker 
or blown cellulose. 

There arc other ways dun insulation 
to improve your home’s energy efficiency. 
1 .ig In-colored roof coverings reflect sun- 
light and help reduce heat buildup. Radiant 

barriers reflect radiaEit energy* keeping it 
in nr our depending on how rhe barrier is 

installed- The benefit of a radiant barrier 
vary according to your climate* so discuss 
them with a local energy expert. 

In temperate nr cold climates, the air 
inside your home is likely to contain more 
moisture than the air outside, especially 

during the coldest mouths. Moisture from 
cooking, baching and even breathing raises 
indoor humidity.. Warm, moist air leaking 
into atric spaces or voids in cathedral ceil- 
ing insulation may condense when it meets 

a cold surface* like the underside of roof 
sheathing;. This condensation gradually 
soaks insulation* reducing its effective- 
ness and creating an excellent environment 
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far mold. In extreme cams, homeowners 
mistake ocmdetisatiMi dripping between 
tongue-and-groovc cei I mg tx>:i rds or Stain- 
ing cdllflg dry will I fof ;i leaky roof, 
Avoid such moisture problems by 
making sure that a vapor barrier keeps 

moist air away from where it can con- 
dense. In cold and temperate climates, a 

vapyr barrier such as polyethylene in usu- 

a Ely placed directly against framing just 
outside the ceiling cowling. This stops air 
movement Fight at the edge of the interior 
space- in w;irm moist cli mares the vapor 
harrier may be placed around the outside 
of framing to prevent moist outside air 
from liEtting framing or wall coverings 
cooled by air conditioning. Discus the 
placement and type of vapor barrier That's 

right for you with local building-codc of- 
ficials and energy experts. 

Vapor barriers are especially impor- 
tant in cathedral ceilings where there may 
be only a shurr distance between the con- 
ditioned inside space and the outdoors. 
Joints between SI W or rigid foam sheets 
are especially susceptible and must be care- 
fully scaled, usually with ex pcinding foam 

and vapor-proof tape. 

The final dement of your roof sys- 
tem is the covering itself. Shingles, shakes, 
tile and metal all lend a distinctive look. 
Shingles generally offer the least expensive 

covering aud come in two basic varieties; 
standard tahhed shingles or architectural. 

Standard tabbed shingles, which grace 

the routs of must convent iodial housing 
developments,, come in several weights 

and thicknesses that relate directly to 
rheir lifespan. Shingles arc often rated 
by expected lifespan, typically IS, 30 or 

.50 years, with weight and cost increasing 

accordingly, although these ratings seldom 
reflect real-world conditions. 

Architectural shingles are similar to 
standard ones but heavier and with more 

Textured surfaces. Three features improve 
Fhcsrlifc^pan^pkis give them a nvorerhrec- 
dimondonal took. Architectural shingles 
are also available that mimic the appear- 
ance of hand-split wooden shakes or other 

types uf roofing materials. 

Shake roofs, usually of split cedar, 
provide an authentic uld-rime look. Made 
of wood, however, they usually lack the 
du lability of cnmposiic sh I ugles or meta I 

and may he susceptible ro moisture dam- 


age. En some areas, shakes are prohibited 

because of their greater fire risk than other 

types of roofing. 

Clay-tile roofs appear in the some pi rt* 
ut the United Btatre, most notably the &tuth

and Southwest, where rhey provide a dis- 
tinctive Spanish h Mediterranean or Asian 

look. Clay- tile roofs have heed around 
for thousands of years, although lately 

concrete tiles are replacing clay. Keefers 

require special skills to install tile roofs* 


adding to their coslr Also, the weight of tile 
roofs generally requires more substantial 
framing. If you intend to have a tile rook 

make sure your designer knows it before 
Completing your construction drawings so 
he or she can calculate framing require- 
ments accordingly,

roofs consist of metal panels with a raised 
seam along the edges. Seams of adjacent 

panels interlock with fasteners concealed 
underneath, Protecting fasteners from 
weather great ly increases the life of a tneiflJ 
roof and almost eliminates maintenance.

Straight Talk 

What it takes to finance your log home's 
construction in today's topsy-turvy market 


THE GOOD IVEWS about financing: a Log 
home is that lenders have money to lend 
and are eager :o lend to log-home buyers. 
The catch is that to get it, borrowers need 
berter-r ban -average equiry and a top credit 
scare, In othfr words, sobered -up lend- 
ers have sworn off risks. The challenge as 
finding oui where yon fit an this murky 

picture. "‘The beat dling; a log-home buyer 

can do is ger with a morrgage lender and 
get prc-qualificd," advises Doug Groff, 
senior vice president of American Hoane 
frank, which remains active in the log- 

home market. *‘Thc mortgage lender 
can outline rhe lending scenario, find 
our where you are and tell you what yon 
need ro do to get where you need ro be." 

Pre-qualifknrion is fast and easy. The 
prospective lender evaluates your cash and 
collateral ro make sure you meer its re- 
quirements — -basically that von aren't a 

risk ro repay rhe loan. Speaking of cash 
and collateral, rhe more cash you bring 

to the dt a I, rhe better your standing. If 
you’re considering paying off your land, 
for instance, or orber debts co improve 
your situation, don't. Show rhe lender the 
money. Cash is king. 


Understand (hat pre-quaJificition is 

an assessment > not approval. You’ll most 
likely have to be aide to put up at least a 
2J-pcr«nt down payment toward your 
home. And 5 percent of that must be in 
cash and land equity. Banks used to lend 
on a home's appraised value, based on 
recent sales of comparable homes in the 

neighborhood. Because property values 

are fluctuating, Groff says his company 
bases irs loans on [he lower of two values: 
the Surplus the actual cost of construction; 
or the home's forecast appraised value. 

To determine the value of the borrower's 
lot, the lender uses the appraised value 
if owned for a year or more- less, than a 
year, the value- is based on the original 
purchase price, 

En general, log-home buyers are bet- 
ter risks for construction loans and per- 
manent mortgages. That doesn’t mean 

wanting co buy a log home automatically 
entitles you ro own one. "Owning a borne 
isn't a right,” Groff says. "Ir’s a privilege.” 

That has never been truer, al least HO 
cording to some log-home companies who 
say the on I y th i r.g ha rdcr t h an qua lifying 
buyers for a loan is gerring an appraisal 


so the Joan can get approved. ‘"Appraisals 

used to fake WEeks^” one company execu- 
tive says. “NnWj we’re looking at monrhs. 

Wc’rc ifi Iking applicants with 800 credit 
scores." 

Investors art meres singly picky about 
appraisals, even though mnsr lenders don'r 
require nearby log homes as "comparable 
sales,” just some indication of comparable 
value. But previously, lenders worked with 
appraisers they knew anti had educated 
about log homes. Now, all appraisals have 
to the ha [idled through a third parry, who 
assigns them on a rotating basis to ap- 
praisers who may or may nor understand 
what makes log homes special, if your 

appraisal is unfavorable, your [inly re- 
course 1 is to order — and pay for — a second 

appraisal (again, assigned on a rotating 
basis), or the lender can ask the appraiser 
to expand the comparable basis. 

To qualify for a Construction loan — 

the riskiest, because the home hasyei to be 

built and thus has no actuaL value hevond 

■ 

the unassembled materia k — borrowers 
need ar legist a 700 credit score. 

Freddie Mae also has imposed new 
time limits (in individual [one-close) loans 
rhat cover both construction and mort- 
gage, This is the financing most log 'home 
buyers nely on io p; : iy for [heir log package, 
home const ruction and rhe permanent 
mortgage. Previously, you had ISO days 

to build your home bef tire needing to 

have the home's value recertified. Because 
homes in some markets have been losing 
value during construction, Freddie Mac 
has lowered rhe requirement to 120 days. 
The clock siarts ticking when your lender 
appraises your house plans. 

Beside* iualbing plans with a builder 

before submitting them for appraisal, buy- 
ers can choose a lender rhar doesn't sell 
its mortgages ro Freddie Mac [60 percent 
don't) or choose a rwo -dose construct ion 

loan and mortgage. Another option is to 
find a lender that doesn’t sell its mortgages 
on the secondary market. Or, if you can't 
bear the 120-day deadline, submit an ap- 
praisal update. 

The second-home market remains 
brisk, C irotf notes, hut it poses even greater 
risk for lender*,, so much so that mortgage 
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insurance companies won't even insure 
second homes* log or otherwise . 

Pgr those who do qualify for a con- 
STructioivto-pcrmanem loan* the good 
news is iiuerest rates. They are Low r nnd n 
despite plenty of fluctuation, they haven't 
risen or fallen significantly. 

The key is to qualify, “Getting inm 
a log home today, you’re going to need 
some cad-i h ” Gtoffsays. u lf yu u havegood 
oshcch and good collateral* nmrtgagrs are 

readily available. 1 ** 

If you aren’t qualified, don’t wait for 
the market to resume offering mo-ffloney- 
dsiwfi loans. Those davs arc m tf. Instead,

It you do get the loan but then fall 
behind in payments, don’t expect help 

from whoever winds up servicing your 
mortgagr. A report by the National 
Consumer Law Center INO.CJ discloses 

that mortgage servicer*, including many 

large hanks,;, have fourd they make- more 
money foreclosing on homeowners rhan 
rhey do offering loan modifications that 

would benefit homeowners and investora. 
Servicers, unlike investors or homeown- 
ers, generally don’t risk Losing money on 
foreclosures* according ro rhe NCLC] re- 
port 44 Why Servicers Foreclose, When 
Thcv Should Modife and Other Pujj.Ics

n&ieSj servicers usually make money on 
foreclosures! whereas u a loan modifica- 
tion Faces the prospect of near certain 
loss.” The report adds that servicers profit 

by ottering repayment plana or forbear- 
ance agreements that do little to reduce 
homeowners" debt. 

There is some consolation in this 

current quagmire. For once, log-home 

buyers are on equal footing with other 

custom-home buyers.
